TRIED TO KILL SELF 
AFTER WOUNDING WIFE 


Mrs. Lawrence Tells Sto- 
ry of Shooting—Says She 
Does Not Know Why 
Attack Was Made.

Disregarding his plea that he is 
mentally unbalanced at intervals as 
the result if injuries received over- 
seas, a jury in Fulton superior court 
Friday afternoon convicted George 
L. Lawrence of assault with intent 
to murder his pretty young wife, Mrs. 
Gladys Lawrence. 

Lawrence was given a sentence of 
from five to seven years. His attor- 
ney, B. P. Gambrell, at once asked 
for a new trial. The request will be 


heard on January 21. 
Plea of Lawrence. 

In his statement, Lawrence told the 
jury he had received injuries from 
shrapnel while in Europe. 

“My mind was blank when the 
shooting occurred,” he said. “I re- 
member nothing except that I met my 
wife, requested that she return the 
photographs of mine she had, and 
went with her from the car line to 
where she roomed. It is evident that 
I shot her and then myself, but I 
remember nothing about it.” 

After shooting nis wife in the neck 
during the late summer, the world 
war veteran turned his revolver to 
his own teriple, lodging a bullet in 
his head which has never been re- 
moved. It has destroyed the vision in 
his right eye. 

The couple remained in a very se- 
rious condition for several dars after 
the shooting. 

Story Told by Wife. 

Mrs. Lawrence, in her story to 
the jury Friday, said that she had 
met her husband as he alighted from 
a trolley at Gordon and Peeples 
streets shortly after dark. Reaching 
their eottage at 168 Oglethorpe ave- 
nue, she said, Lawrence fired at her 
as she reached for the doorknob to 
enter. the house, and then shot him- 
self. 

She could attribute no cause for 
the shooting, she claimed, They were 
separated, she stated and Lawrence 
was calling at her home for some 
photographs of his parents. 

W. S. West. of 282 Whitehall 
street, testified for the defense that 
Lawrence was subject to spells of 
mental depression and that in his 
opinion he is insane at inf®rvals. 

Following the shooting, Lawrence 
was adjudged insane and committed 
to the asylum at Milledgeville. Later 
he was declared sane and returned 
here for trial.

Winder, Ga., December 15.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—-There is no 
basis for charges of lawlessness in 
Barrow county, according to resolu- 
tions adopted at a mass meeting at- 
tended by several persons in the 
county courthouse here today. 

The meeting was called by B. L. 
Woodruff, foreman of the grand jury, 
which recently investigated conditigns 
in the county, who alleged that 
threats had been made upon his life 
by the Ku Klux Klan. 

A resolution prepared by Mr. Wood- 
ruff was presented to the meeting, 
which failed to act upon it. Other 
resolutions were adopted, however, 
denying the wide-spread charge of 
lawlessness.

1 come of efforts of Mr. Woodruff, who 


had declared that he intended to keep 
trying until he succeeded in putting 
Barrow county citizens on record as 
opposed -to lawlessness. He confer- 
red with Governor Hardwick in At- 
Janta yesterday, placing the situa- 
tion before him, and brought back to 
Winder with him a letter from the 
governor denouncing alleged “invisi- 
ble rule’ in Georgia, which the state 
executive requested should be read to- 
day. The communication was not 
placed before the gathering, how- 
ever. 
Order Maintained. 


Adjutant-General Pope and several 
aides attended the mass meeting as 
representatives of the state of Georgia 
to see that order was enforced and 
that the procedure was entirely or- 
derly. He and his aides were dis- 
patched to Winder by Governor Hard- 
wick late yesterday following a con- 
ference with R. L. Woodruff. the prin- 
cipal character involved in the alleged 
lawlessness in Barrow county.

Ordered to Show Cause for 
Secrecy as to Imprisonment 
of Republican Leader. 


New York. December 15.—(By The 
Associated Press.)—The Irish Free 
State was ordered by Justice George 
V. Mullan in supreme court today 
to show cause next Tuesday why the 


place of imprisonment of Stephen M. 
O’Mara, Irish republican leader, 


should not be revealed to attorneys 
for O’Mara and Eamon de Valera. 
The order was granted on petition 


of John F. Finerty, of Washington, 
D. C., who seeks to have a commis- 
sion take O’Mara’s testimony in the 
$2,500,000 Irish republic bond suit 
which has been in the New York 
courts for more than a year. 

The papers alleged that O’Mara 
was unlawfully detained in Ireland 
and it was feared he would be killed 
or otherwise prevented from giving 
testimony before the case could be 
brought to trial. 


Follows Threat. 


This development of affairs of the 
Irish Free State in this country fol- 
lowed the receipt today of a letter by 
Daniel J. McGrath, who has _ been 
handling the consular affairs of the 
Free State since Joseph Connelly re- 
signed November 26, warning him to 
leave the country before December 26 
or be shot at sight. It was signed 
“competent military authority.’ 

Mr. Finerty went to court today on 
receipt of reports that O’Mara, who 
raised the $2,500,000 by popular sub- 
scription in America during the world 
war, was in the custody of Free State 
authorities. 

“It appeared to us,” he said, “that 
the Free State might execute O'Mara 
before his testimony on how the fund 
was raised could be taken. 

No Clue to Writer. 


Mr. McGrath received the threaten- 
ing letter this morning at the con- 
sulate offices. There was no clue to 
the writer, except in the spelling of

_ The press of the nation has been sing- 
ing the praises of Mrs. Grant, Georgia 
School teacher, through whose hero- 
ism more than forty schoel children 
were rescued from a burning school 
building. , 

Lhe conduct displayed by this brave 
woman was just what is expected of 
the school teacher in emergencies, She 
is worthy of all the praise that can 
be bestowed upon her. But what is 
to be said of people who permit their 
children to assenrble in schools which 
are firetraps? The heroism of Mrs. 
Grant is in bright contrast to the 
negligence of the patrons of that 
school, in not’ providing better against 
the fire hazard. For in spite of all 


she could do, two of the children per-g 


ished, 

There is no reasonable excuse for 
failure to minimize the fire danger in 
school buildings. Wherever possible, 
brick should be used instead of frame, 
in the construction of such buildings, 
but in all cases, suitable fire escapes 
sheuld be provided, and the children 
should be trained in fire drill. Munici- 
pal and state authorities have pro- 
mulgated certain regulations, and are 
ready to assist in seeing that thew are 
carried out in the arrangement of 
buildings. 

The incident in Georgia, which has 
received nationwide attention, should 
serve as a warning to school boards 
throughout this state to make sure 
that their buildings are as safe from 
fire as they are able to make them. 
Where there is any doubt, the state 
fire marshal’s opinion should be 
sought. A simple precaution may in 
some emergency be the means of sav- 
ing the lives of scores of little chil- 
dren.

Washington, December 15.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The 
work—the thoroughness and the im- 
portance of the work—of the United 
States coal commission, recently ¢ére- 
ated, and of which Mr.Howell, editor 
of The Constitution, is a members, has 
not only very deeply impressed me 
since my return to Washington, but 
some of the results of its studies have 
positively astounded me. 

Just to illustrate— . 

The average layman, judging by my 
own misapprehensions, has assumed 
that the ruling high prices of soft 
coal, which is so vital to the busi- 
ness and domestic living conditions 
of the country, have been and are the 
result of limited mining capacity, or 
scarcity of mining labor, or diminish- 
ing strata, or. underproduction—of 
something in line with the law of 
supply and demand, by which we, the 
consumers, had to meet in spite of 
ourselves, but as a natural, business- 
like, logical business sequence, 

Such is not the case! 

This commission has already found 
out that bituminous coal mining is 
about the most overdeveloped industry 
in America; and that bad mining con- 
ditions are being produced by too much 
waste, too many men, over-capitaliza- 
tion, over-development, and so on; 
and that the consumer, instead of 
paying for underproduction caused 
by natural conditions, is actually pay- 
ing excessive prices—abnormal to 
what is just and fair—in order to 
support a vast surplus of investment 
and capital. 

That is startling information, and 


no mistake.

Let’s go into this discussion a lit. 
tle further— , 

“Too many soft coal mines and too 
mahy miners” describes the situation 
in plain -English. 

In these coal mines more capital is 
Invested and more miners are employ- 
ed than are needed to produce the 
coal the country requires. This con- 
dition, of course, involves waste on 
a country-wide scale. That is all 
there is to it. 

How great is the present infla- 
tion of the industry can not be stat- 
ed exactly at this time but unques- 
tionably the inflation. is excessive. 

Estimates of th- excess mine ca- 
pacity range from 3 to fully 60 per 
cent above the country’s normal de- 
mand, which for the last five years 
has averaged about 510,000,000 tons 
a year. , 

Figured on the basis of their ac- 
tual output for the best week in 1918, 
the capacity of the soft coal mines 
was then 685,000,000 tons. Since 1918, 
unfortunately, the mine capacity has 
been further enlarged, and another 
estimate of it car’ be made from the 
average daily output last year; 300 
days’ work at that rate would have 
resulted in 840,000,000 tons being 
mined, or fully 60 per cent more than 
the normal needs of the country. 

How to deflate the coal industry 
is one of many problems before the 
commission, and its reports may be 
expected to present facts bearing on 
the question. 

It seems plain enough, however, 
that the industry should not be far- 
ther inflated by opening new mines. 

The facts atready presented fur. 
nish a valid argument against con- 
tinuing to enlist new capital in the 
business, thereby-opening new mines 
that are worse than unneeded, for 
they further spread and thus over- 
tax car supply and shorten the possi- 
ble working time of mines in the vi- 
cinity that are already well equipped 
to ship 50 to 100 per cent more coal 
than they ship now. 

Indeed the ratings of mine capacity 
reported to the railroads for the pur- 
pose of obtaining cars wonld indicate 
‘that the bituminous mines of the 
country have a total annual capacity 
of not far from a billion tons, in- 
stead of the half billion tons needed. 

Exceptions may possibly be made 
here and there to the ban which the 
investing public should put on coal 
mine development. A local market 
not well supplied with coal may war- 
rant the opening of a nearby mine, 


the burden of ,transportation facili- 
ties, but it is believed that such ex: 


which would thereby help to relieve. 


ceptional conditions are rare. 


In the public land states of the 
west, upfortunately, the federal gov- 
ernment itself has not been able to 
discourage coal mine development, for, 
under the leasing law, the Jessee, of 
government coal land is required to 
open the mine and to produce coal oa 
a scale proportionate to the acreage 
leased. ' 

There seems tv be no legal warrant 
for refusing a lease to a bona-fide ap- 
plicant, even though the public in 
terest does not seem to indicate the 
need of more coal. The result will 
be that the west will soon find its 
coal mines and cal miners as badly 
off as those in Indiana and Iilinvis, 
where the working time is too short 
tu pay adequately either owners o 
workers. 

It the public can appreciate the 
strength of the evidence already avail- 
able on this subject of overdevelop- 
ment, refusal to invest in new cual 
mining ventures under present con- 
ditions will be recognized as botn 
gvod business and good citizenship.

Some other interesting facts have 
been brought out by this commission— 

“About half the freight louwded on 
yur railroads according to an estimate 
made by’ well-informed men experi- 
enced in both wining and trauspor- 
tation, 18 contributed by cuai wines. 

“This portion includes coal igaded 
at the wines and coke loaded at the 
ovens, both consigned to consumers 
all over the country, and coal loaded 
for the railroads themselves, as well 
as articles of mine equipment and 
supply loaded at industrial centers 
more or less distant trom the cvul 
nines. 

“Kven though this figure may later 
be shown, on fuller presentatiou of 
the facts, to be sumewhat high, the 
big outstanding truth is that tbe 
coal mines and the railroaus' = uare 
co-partuers on a large scale in the 
business of the country. 

“The railruad men present at a 
recent conference showed. their ¢c- 
sire to co-vperate in the work of fact- 
finding by suggesting- subjects on 
which they could contribute statis- 
tical facts. 

“The perennial topic of car shortage 
is only the introduction to the laiger 
questions— 

“What investment In railroad equip- 
ment is justified to meet the demanus 
of an over-developed mining industry ? 

“What can the public atiord to pay 
to accomodate its own seasonal de- 
mand for coal? 

“The operating officials of the rail- 
roads ‘can also point-to the effects of 
seasonal movement of coal and otber 
commodities on the cost of operation 
of their roads. 

‘Lhe coal operators are themselves 
not unmindful ‘of the peak demand 
for transportation arising in part 
from the seasonal demand for coal. 

“Une large mining corporation in 
the middle west has several times 
made its annual appeal to its cus- 
tomers for early purchase of coal in 
the form of a full page reproduction 
of a photograph of two huge locomo- 
tives snow-bound on the track, with 
the simple legend, ‘Lest you forget 
1917-1918.’ 

“Such a reminder is pertinent every 
year, for the greater part of the Amer- 
ican public either forgets or has never 
learned the obvious connection be- 
tween snow-clogged freight yards and 
delayed coal at the very time when 
coal is most needed, 

“How much of this seasonal burden 
on the railroads can economically be 
avoided is one of the questions the 
American Railway association can 
help President Harding's coal com- 
mission to answer. 

“Possibly the consuming public can 
itself also help in lowering the cost 
both of hauling coal and of mining 
“.” 

Let me say again, there has not 
been a more important commission 
appointed by the government, and I 
believe—viewing the scope of its au- 
thority, and the thoroughness of its 
work—that its results will be of great, 
constructive value in settling many of 
the economic problems of the day.

Washington, December 15.—Meas- 
ures to control what is said to be a 
vast body of alien Mexican unskilled 
labor: in the United States are rec- 
ommended to’ Secretary Davis in a 
report’ by special agents of the depart- 
ment of labor made public today. The 
report.sets forth that thé alien Mex- 
ican laborers illegally’ in the United 
States are a menace to American la- 
bor and American communities. 

Recommendations for meeting the 
situation include a system of registra- 
tion, together with more rigid mental 
and physical examination and selective 
immigration regulation through ex- 
amination before entry. It is sug- 
gested that the enforcement of such 
provisions be placed under federal 
control in the hands of a central body, 
such as a border patrol. 

The report indicates that there are 
about 416,493 foreign born Mexicans 
in Texas, New. Mexico, Arizona and 
California, and 48,392 in twelve adja- 
cent . states, The tide of Mexican 
immigration, it is declared, is creep- 
ing in every direction throughout this 
country. 

It is deelared that most of the il- 
legally admitted Mexicans come in as 
a result of the activities of railrond 
labor supply agents, and later drift 
away from the railroads into other 
occuptions, often supplanting Ameri- 
can residential labor.

Shows U. S. and Japan 
Much Weaker. 


December 15.—(By 

ted Press.)—A tabulation ob- 
tained today in naval circles, show- 
the relative position of the Brit- 
American and Japanese navies 
in cruiser and submarine strength, 
apparently shed light on the situa- 
tion which led the house appropria- 
tions committee to propose that Pres- 
ident Harding negotiate an _ inter- 
national argeement to check competi- 
tive building in. these types. 

The figures credit Great Britain 
with 45 light crusiers of the first 
line, built, building or projected, and 
aggregating 206,480 tons, the United 
States with ten ships building, 75,000 
tons, and Japan with 11 ships built 
and 21 building and projected, aggre- 
gating 191,450 tons. In addition the 
list shows Great Britain to have 13 
light cruisers of the second line, 69,- 
239 tons, neither the United States 
nor Japan being credited with any 
ships in this classification. 

In fleet submarines Great Britain 
is credited with six of the first line, 
11.280 tons, six of the second line, 7,- 
200 tons, and two building or project- 
ed, 3,800 tons; The United States 
with three of the first line, built, 
3.318 tons, none of the second line, 
three building, 6,875 tons, and six ad- 
ditional authorized but not under con- 
tract; Japan with no fleet submarines 
built but three under construction, 
4.500 tons. 

In the first line submarinés other 
than fleet submarines, Great Britain 
is credited with 42 built, 33,740 
tons, and six building, 5,550 tons; 
the United States with 59 built, 37,- 
120 tons, 34 building 29.575 tons; 
Japan with 27 built, 23,539 tons and 
one program of sixteen building, 15,- 
480 tons and a second building pro- 
gram of 28 vessels “tonnage un- 
known,” while the tables showed de- 
cided American inferiority in light 
eruisers, the United States has a dis- 
tinct advantage in first line destroyers 
with 295 built against 17S for Great 
Britain and 54 for Japan. Six new 
destroyers are given on the British 
building program, none on the Ameri- 
an, and 3S on the Japanese.

(Special.)\—A verdict of guilty of 
manslaughter was returned by a jury 
in the Ware superior court this morn- 
ing in the case of E. T. Nobles, 1%- 
year-old negro boy, charged with mur- 
der of Clifton Duffy, another negro. 

The jury reached a verdict after 
a deliberation which lasted through- 
out the night. The case was given 
to the jury at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and a verdict was rendered 
this morning. Judge Summerall im- 
mediately sentenced Nobles to serve 
a sentence of not less than nineteen 
nor more than twenty years, 

The testimony in the case jindicat- 
ed that the trouble started over a 
dispute about the payment for a lock, 
purchased*by Nobles from Duffy, and 
ended when Nobles drew a knife and 
stabbed Duffy. Death followed  al- 
most instantly. The defense claimed 
‘self-defense. 

Attorneys Heddrick and Quarter- 
man represented the defendant, while 
Solicitor Allen B. Spence represented 
the state.

A special com- 
mittee wus named by this section to 
form more sweet potato co-operative 
marketing associations, L. B, Jackson, 
of the Georgia bureau of markets, has 
been named a member of this com- 
mittee. Mr. Jackson said with ref- 
erence to the work of this group of 
growers, “that the more I study co- 
operative marketing the more 1 am 
convinced that it is our remedy for 
reducing marketing costs and bringing 
about better and more stable prices 
and 1 am quite sure that the day is 
not far distant when our Georgia 
Sweet potato crop will be marketed 
co-operatively, easily and profitably by 
and for the sweet potato growers in 
our state.” He stated further that 
‘we must do for the potato growers 
what our cotton and syrup associa- 
tions are already doing for the cot- 
ton and cane farmers of Georgia.’ 
Cotton Man’s Views. 

In discussing the importance and 
work of the co-operative council, 
President J. E. Conwell, of the Cotton 
Marketing association, declared: 

“Heretofore I have fully realized 
bow economically sound and business- 
like co-operative marketing is and 
Just how profitable it will be to any 
sroup of growers that practice it, but 
the gathering here of all the C0-0p- 
eratives, many of them a decade old: 
convinces me more than ever that we 
are on the right plan for cotton and 
that our associations are certain to 
be more helpful to cotton growers 
than those for any other group. The 
meeting is inspiring, composed of men |! 
who represent 900,000 American 
farmers who will market this year. co- 
operatively, more than one billion 
cellars’ worth of farm products from 


coastto coast through their own agen- 
cies for a profit to themselves, 

“We are here for business, The 
co-operatives must have annually mil- 
lions and millions of dollars to pro- 
duce and finance the orderly market- 
ing of their commodities and I am 
more than glad to know that at this 
first meeting, the co-operatives are 
on the right road to solve this prob- 
lem. The solution of this credit prob- 
lem means not only an assurance of 
credits but it means reasonable inter- 
est rates and loan terms snfficient for 
marketing our cotton and other crops 
through the co-operatives, orderly and 
intelligently. 

m Inspiring Meeting. 

“The meeting is an inspiring gath- 
ering. It shows that the ca-opera- 
tives are being run on strictly busi- 
ness bases and that they have soul 
as well as sound business methods. 
and are dedicated to the relief and 
prosperity of the actual farmers of 
our country.” 

W. C. Lansdon, speaking for the 
Fermer’s union, said his organization 
will do all possible to aid the c0-op- 
erative marketing movement. 

“The National Farmer's union was 
organized by eight individuals in an 
obscure town in Texas about 20 years 
ago,” said Mr. J.ansdon, “at that time 
cotton had reached the perilously low 
level of 4 cents a pound. We soon 
discovered that if the farmers were 
to obtain anything approximating the 
cost of production they must get to- 
gether. One of the outgrowths of this 
baby effort at co-operation is found 
in the Farmer’s Union Co-operative 
Live Stock association of Nebraska, 
which now does an annnal business 
approaching nearly $100,000,000. The 
same organization controls eight of 
the biggest live stock markets in the 
United States.” 

Kansas Results. 

Mr. Lansdon Said that in Kansas 
the co-operative concerns operating 
under the charter of the Farmers’ 
union had saved its members 20 cents 
a bushel on wheat. He demared 
that they do a collective business” 
amounting to three hundred million 
dollars a year in buying and selling. 

In discussing the co-operative mar- 
keting movement generally in a mas- 
terful address Mr. Sapiro outlined the 
purposes of the meeting to be, first. 
to frame definite recommendations to 
the lawmakers of the nation on the sub: 
jects of rural credits legislatinn, chief 
amone which are credits which would 
stabilize orderly marketing: second. 
to establish a proper and lasting con- 
tact with the department of acricnl- 
ture; third, to foster and bnild up 
plans through which the relations al-

If you have occasion to buy a coal 
shovel these days, be sure to get one 
which is strong; that is the prime es- 
sential. This strength is made pos- 
sible by the addition of a steel bracing 
where the steel or iron part of the 
shovel is fastened on to the wooden 
handle. In the cheaper shovels, the 


iron body is merely fastened on to the 
wooden handle, and the first heavy 
loag will undoubtedly bend or Break 
it off entirely. Thesteel bracing on 
the better shovels’ makes this impos- 
sible. There is almost a dollar's dif- 
ference between the types of two 
shovels, and unless this additional sup- 
port, which causes the higher price, is 
pointed out, one is likely to pay less 
and get poor service from the pur- 
ase.’ : | 
Many people find that a shovel with 
a long, song handle, known as a fur- 
nace shovel, is even better than the 
one with the regulation length handle. 
This is because its possible to in- 
sert the long handled shovel deeper in- 
to the furnace in adding coal or in re- 
moving ashes, That, however, is a 
matter which depends entirely on the 
user. 

See that the top of the handle of 
your shovel is well and smoothly fin- 
ished, so that there will be no blisters 
or splinters resulting from much’ 
shoveling.

It bas caused me 
cunsiderable worry since I came into 
buseball, trying to bring these five 
outstanding minor leagues into the 
fold, recognizing the draft, but with- 
out success,”

“I seen the two mens sitting up 
in there,” he testified. “I raised up 
a match and seen the blood hanging 
down, and I look in the eyes and | 
seen they don’t move, and I say, ‘my 
God, them two men are dead.’ Puaul 
Started to laugh and say ‘they sure 
are dead.” 

A capacity crowd, including many 
women, filled the courtroom during 
the three-hour session last night. The 
broken English of Trautman was in- 
terrupted several times by laughter, 
and the court warned the spectators 
that he would clear the court if bet- 
ter order was not. maintained. 

Other witnesses on the stand last 
night were Dr. T. F. Jackson, M. G. 
Booth. J. A. Mobley and Deputy 
Sheriffs W. C. Gamble and J. L. 
Smith. 

Denfendants Smile. 

With those witnesses the state at- 
tempted to show that Paul and Pres- 
ton Overstreet had threatened prohi- 
bition officers and others who investi- 
gated alleged moonshining in their 
section. Court then adjourned until 
this morning. 

The QOverstreets sat side by side 
with their counsel and paid close at- 
tention to the evidence. Their mapr- 
ner was quiet and undemonstrative 
save for a smile when witnesses be- 
came confused. 


Trautman testified that the men 
who took him to the scene of the 
killing were in a joyous mood and 
kept telling him he was going to “see 
something.” He said about 12 o’clock 
that- night he heard an automobile 
horn and upon inquiring “who is 
there” was told that it was Paul 
Overstreet. Asking what they want 
ed Trautman was told that the de- 
fendants had some work for him and 
wanted him to go to their home that 
night. : 

Witness said he asked Paul why 
the curtains were up on his automo- 
bile. Paul told him, he said, that it 
was to prevent the Trautman’s see- 
ing him when he passed previously. 
Paul asked him if he or his wife had 
seen the car. Trautman said they 
both noticed him pass. 


All Singing. 


Trautman said Paul, George &nd 
Bird Overstreet and Wilson Connell 
and himself left the house, all but 
him singing and referring to some- 
thing he would see. ‘Trautman then 
told of approaching the car in which 
the dead men were found. Trautman 
quoted Paul as saying “I guess you 
better stop and see who this is and 
try to wake them fellows up.” Paul 
gave Trautman a box of matches and 
told him to “go wake them fellows 
up,” the latter testified. He then 
told how he discovered the two dead 
and of the return to notify the author- 
ities, It was while waiting for the 
officers Trautman said. that Paul told 
him “I got them.” :

Plan, He Admits 


Appeal Made to Christians 
to Stop Deportation of 
Greek Patriarch. 


Lausanne, December 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)\—In an effort to 
answer the question, much debated 
here, as to who initiated the proposi- 
tion that the Turkish minority in 
Greece be exchanged for the* Greek 
minority in Anatolia, the Associated 
Press telegraphed an inquiry to Dr. 
Fridtjof Nansen, one of those most 
prominently mentioned as the orig- 
inator, 

The following message from Dr. 
Nansen in Christiania was received 
today: 

“The exchange of populations as the 
only practical solution of.a difficult 
situation originated simultaneously 
with several governments and persons, 
including myself. A similar plan 
has already worked for some years 
between Greece and Bulgaria. 

“NANSEN.” 

An appeal to Christian America 
and Christian peoples the world over 
to use all their influence to prevent 
the Turks from deporting from Con- 
stantinople the patriarch of the Greek 
Orthodox church was made tonight by 
high digni- 
tary of the Greek Orthodox church, 
who has come to the Lausanne con- 


ference to fight the cause of the pa- | 


triarch, 
“Seems Impossible.” 

“It seems impossible,” said Mon- 
signor Germanos, who is the patri- 
archal exarch of western central Eu- 
rope, to the Associated Press, “that 
world Christianity will permit this 
injustice, or the Lausanne conference 
will consent to write it into the treaty. 
Christianity has existed in Constan- 
tinople since the first century, and 
the institution of the ecumenical pa- 
triarch there was provided for by the 
ecumenical councils of the fourth and 
fifth centuries. 

“Now our Christian faith teaches 
that the decrees of the ecumenical 
council are inspired by the Holy Spirit 
und, therefore, are not changeable. 
Constantinople is, indeed, a sacred city 
—sacred to us Christians—for Islam's 
history begins only -in_ the seventh 
century and the Turks did not conquer 
Constantinople until the fifteenth cen: 
tury, and this is the first time in his- 
tory that any nation hd@s appeared 
before an international assembly to 
strike a blow at religious institutions 
which have existed almost two thou- 
sand years.” 

Claims Close Tie. 

Monsignor Germanos said the saving 
of the seat of the patriarch was not 
only vital to orthodox Christians in 
countries like Russia, Rumania, 
Greece and Jugo-Slavia, but of great 
concern. also to the Angliean chureh 
in England, and more especially to the 
Episcopal church in America, whose 
leaders were in correspondence with 
the head ef the orthodox religion. 

“4 very close tie between us has 
been created in consequence of our 
recognizing the ordination of priests 
of those churches,” Monsignor Ger- 
manos continued. “If these priests 
should make confession of the ortho- 
dox faith, they would, ipso facto, 


become priests of our religion. T was | 
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declared, had asked the allies to pfe- 
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ant ‘the rights of.
